FOREWORD 


Mr.  Thomas  L.  Elder,  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Soci- 
ety of  Great  Britain  and  Member  of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical 
Society,  has  commissioned  the  American  Art  Association  to  sell, 
in  accordance  with  its  invariable  terms  of  no  reserves  and  no 
protection,  his  collection  of  Ancient  Art  Objects;  his  Antique 
Bronzes,  Jades,  Ambers,  Snuff  Bottles  and  Netsukes;  his  im- 
portant collection  of  Early  American  Glass  and  Historical  China, 
added  to  which  are  a few  items  of  Americana,  including  Minia- 
tures, Busts  and  Portraits. 

For  over  thirty-two  years  Mr.  Elder  has  been  an  ardent  col- 
lector, and  for  twenty  a dealer  in  New  York  City.  The  disper- 
sal of  so  many  of  these  objects  in  this  single  sale  is  by  reason  of 
Mr.  Elder’s  retirement  from  business  two  years  hence,  when  his 
store  lease  expires,  at  which  time  the  remaining  part  of  his  collec- 
tion, consisting  of  antique  Jewelry,  Brasses,  Porcelains  and  Mod- 
ern Beads  and  Gems,  will  also  be  offered  at  public  sale. 

In  Pre-Historic  Implements  the  catalogue  includes  Pre-Dv- 
nastic  Stone  Weapons,  Axes,  Knives,  Saws  and  Palettes  of  the 
early  Egyptians;  the  Bone  and  Flint  Weapons  of  the  Ancient 
Swiss  Lake  Dwellers,  dating  from  8000  to  6000  B.C. ; the  Egyp- 
tian Pre-Dynastic  Stone  Axes  and  also  the  early  Bronze  Axes, 
both  of  very  similar  shapes,  indicating  that  the  second  type  closely 
followed  the  use  of  the  first. 

The  Babylonian  collection,  as  ancient  as  the  Egyptian,  is 
of  importance  and  contains  many  rare  and  interesting  Seals, 
Tablets,  Cylinders,  Amulets,  not  overlooking  the  almost  unique 
Stone  Cone  Cylinders  of  Nebuchadnezzar  and  the  Gold  Bracelets 
of  Warka,  the  latter  among  the  world’s  most  ancient  jewelry. 

Lord  Amherst’s  Collection  of  Egyptian  Antiquities  was  one  of 
the  most  noted  in  existence,  and  Mr.  Elder  was  fortunate  in  secur- 
ing a large  number  of  interesting  and  noted  pieces  from  that  col- 
lection, and  all  of  these  being  now  offered  with  those  from  other 
sources,  there  is  afforded  an  opportunity  to  see  and  to  acquire 
noted  and  authentic  specimens  of  interesting  and  ancient  Bronzes, 
Scarabs,  Beads,  Amulets,  Alabastra,  Utensils  and  Statuettes. 

The  fact  that  this  collection  contains  hundreds  of  statuettes 
and  amulets,  hundreds  of  scarabs  and  about  a hundred  bead  neck- 


laces,  does  not  mean  that  these  objects  arc  in  anywise  common  or 
easy  to  obtain.  At  the  present  time  there  are  in  effect  in  the 
Orient  and  in  Italy  numerous  restrictions  on  the  excavation  and 
importation  of  these  antiques.  Italy  has  a law  which  prohibits 
any  such  relics  being  taken  out  of  the  country.  The  Necklace 
collection  is  one  of  the  finest  ever  offered,  while  the  Shawabti 
Figures  and  Pectoral  Scarabs  present  a wonderful  color  exhibit. 
The  Greek  Tanagra  figures  are  choice  and  rare,  and  there  is 
also  some  very  good  Greek  Glass.  There  are,  in  fact,  around  six 
hundred  and  fifty  lots  of  ancient  material  alone,  and  some  lots  are 
of  considerable  size,  so  this  section  of  the  catalogue  is  of  much 
importance  to  the  student  and  collector  and  should  attract  wide 
attention. 

The  latter  part  of  the  catalogue  has  several  hundred  lots  of 
interesting  old  and  rare  American  Glass,  Flasks,  Historical  China 
and  Porcelains,  with  many  pieces  well  known  to  collectors  and 
connoisseurs  familiar  with  those  classes.  There  are  the  Wistar- 
bergs,  the  Clews’,  the  Adamses  and  Staffordshires.  The  collection 
of  Old  Glass  Flasks,  many  of  them  historical,  is  offered  at  a time 
when  collectors  are  seeking  them,  and  many  rare  pieces  are  among 
them. 

A few  fine  Chinese  Antique  Bronze  Statuettes,  Jades,  Ambers, 
Snuff  Bottles,  etc.,  add  a variety.  Of  Americana  there  are  several 
good  Miniatures  and  Statuettes  of  Washington,  Lafayette,  Jenny 
Lind,  Mrs.  Browning  and  Lincoln. 

The  whole  constitutes  a varied  and  attractive  collection  of 
artistic,  historical  and  educational  value. 


CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


L Rejection  of  bids:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate 
with  the  value  of  the  article  offered  or  which  is  merely  a nominal 
or  fractional  advance  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his 
judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

II.  The  buyer:  T1  ic  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and 
if  an}7  dispute  arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer 
shall  either  decide  the  same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in 
dispute. 

III.  Identification  and  part  payment  by  buyer:  The  name 

of  the  buyer  of  each  lot  shall  be  given  immediately  on  the  sale 
thereof,  and  when  so  required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a card  giving 
the  lot  number,  amount  for  which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and 
address. 

Payment  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all 
or  such  part  of  the  purchase  prices  as  may  be  required. 

If  the  two  foregoing  conditions  are  not  complied  with,  the  lot 
or  lots  so  purchased  may  at  the  option  of  the  auctioneer  be  put 
up  again  and  re-sold. 

I\  . Risk  after  purchase:  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the 
auctioneer’s  hammer  and  thereafter  neither  the  consignor  nor  the 
Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  or  any  damage  to  any 
article  occasioned  by  theft,  fire,  breakage  or  any  other  cause. 

\ . Delivery  of  purchases : Delivery  of  any  purchases  will 
be  made  only  upon  payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all 
purchases  at  the  sale. 

Deliveries  will  be  made  at  the  place  of  sale  or  at  the  storage 
warehouse  to  which  purchases  may  have  been  removed. 

Deliveries  at  the  American  Art  Galleries  will  be  made  only 
between  the  hours  of  9 A.  M.  and  1 P.  M.  on  sales’  days  and  on 
other  days — except  holidays,  when  no  deliveries  will  be  made — 
between  the  hours  of  9 A.  M.  and  5 P.  M. 

Deliveries  at  places  of  sale  other  than  the  American  Art 
Galleries  will  be  made  only  during  the  forenoon  following  the  day 
of  sale  unless  by  special  notice  or  arrangement  to  the  contrary. 


Deliveries  at  the  storage  warehouse  to  which  goods  may  have 
been  sent  will  be  made  on  any  day  other  than  holidays  between 
the  hours  of  9 and  5. 

Deliveries  of  any  purchases  of  small  articles  likely  to  be  lost 
or  mislaid  may  be  made  at  the  discretion  of  the  auctioneer  during 
the  session  of  the  sale  at  which  they  were  sold. 

VI.  Storage  in  default  of  prompt  payment  and  calling  for 
goods:  Articles  not  paid  for  in  full  and  either  not  called  for  by 
the  purchaser  or  delivered  upon  his  or  her  order  by  noon  of  the 
day  following  that  of  the  sale  will  be  turned  over  by  the  Associa- 
tion to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to  and  stored  in  some  warehouse 
until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser,  and  the 
cost  of  such  cartage  and  storage  will  be  charged  against  the  pur- 
chaser and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal 
or  storage  will  be  upon  the  purchaser. 

NOTE : The  Limited  space  of  the  Delivery  Rooms 
of  the  Association  makes  the  above  requirements 
necessary,  and  it  is  not  alone  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Association,  but  also  for  that  of  its  patrons,  Avhose 
goods  otherwise  would  have  to  be  so  crowded  as  to 
be  subject  to  damage  and  loss.

tion, but  guaranty  is  not  made  either  by  the  owner  or  the 
Association  of  the  correctness  of  the  description,  genuineness, 
authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and  no  sale  will  be  set  aside 
on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imper- 
fection not  noted  or  pointed  out.  Every  lot  is  sold  “as  is”  and 
without  recourse. 


Every  lot  is  on  public  exhibition  one  or  more  days  prior  to  its 
sale,  and  the  Association  will  give  consideration  to  the  opinion  of 
any  trustworthy  expert  to  the  effect  that  any  lot  has  been  incor- 
rectly catalogued  and  in  its  judgment  may  thereafter  sell  the  lot 
as  catalogued  or  make  mention  of  the  opinion  of  such  expert,  who 
thereby  will  become  responsible  for  such  damage  as  might  result 
were  his  opinion  without  foundation. 

IX.  Buying  on  order:  Buying  or  bidding  by  the  Associa- 
tion for  responsible  parties  on  orders  transmitted  to  it  by  mail, 
telegraph  or  telephone  will  be  faithfully  attended  to  without 
charge  or  commission.  An}7  purchases  so  made  will  be  subject  to 
the  foregoing  conditions  of  sale  except  that,  in  the  event  of  a 
purchase  of  a lot  of  one  or  more  books  bv  or  for  a purchaser  who 
has  not  through  himself  or  his  agent  been  present  at  the  exhibi- 
tion or  sale,  the  Association  will  permit  such  lot  to  be  returned 
within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  sale  and  the  purchase  money  will 
be  refunded  if  the  lot  in  any  manner  differs  from  its  catalogue 
description. 

Orders  for  execution  by  the  Association  should  be  written  and 
given  with  such  plainness  as  to  leave  no  room  for  misunderstand- 
ing. Not  only  should  the  lot  number  be  given,  but  also  the  title, 
and  bids  should  be  stated  to  be  so  much  for  the  lot,  and  when  the 
lot  consists  of  one  or  more  volumes  of  books  or  objects  of  art,  the 
bid  per  volume  or  piece  should  also  be  stated.

OLD  BABYLONIAN  TEMPLE  RECORDS  FROM  TELLO 
(Made  on  Baked  Clay  Tablets) 

The  writing  on  these  tablets,  the  arrow-heacl  type,  is  among  the  very 
oldest  in  the  world,  and  centuries  before  the  time  of  Abraham.  The  examples 
of  these  tablets  offered  in  this  sale  are  in  the  best  condition  obtainable, 
and  are  a very  fine  and  interesting  lot.  These  cuneiform  tablets  belong  to 
the  find  made  by  Ernst  de  Sarzec  at  Mosul,  Tello,  near  Shatra,  in  1895.  They 
were  found  buried  under  a small  elevation  about  two  hundred  yards  from 
the  ruins  of  the  buildings  of  the  most  ancient  kings  of  Babylonia.  He  found 
two  groups  of  rectangular  galleries  built  of  crude  bricks,  in  which  these 
tablets  were  arranged  in  five  or  six  layers.  They  were  regular  business 
archives.  The  excavations  were  afterward  plundered  by  the  Arabs  and  the 
tablets  sold. 

All  of  them  were  inscribed  by  means  of  a three-cornered  stylus  and  then 
baked.  Some  were  flattened  by  means  of  a seal,  which  was  rolled  over  the 
inscription  before  being  baked.  The  collection  is  assigned  to  the  late  dynasty 
of  Ur,  2700-2400  B.C.  They  are  reckoned  from  the  year,  or  the  year  after, 
a certain  king  succeeded  to  the  throne,  or  from  some  important  occurrence 
which  took  place  during  his  reign,  such  as  the  time  when  a city  was  destroyed, 
or  when  an  important  ship  was  launched.  The  tablets  refer  to  the  administra- 
tion of  large  temple  properties,  to  agriculture  and  stock  raising,  to  trade, 
commerce  and  industry.  They  contain  receipts,  expense  lists,  pay  lists,  in- 
come lists,  lists  of  animals  (temple  herds),  lists  of  officials,  account  lists, 
sales  of  merchandise,  cloth,  oil,  etc.  All  testify  to  the  eminently  agricultural 
and  pastoral  character  of  this  ancient  principality  of  the  greatest  antiquity.

THE  SILVER  ANKLETS

These  unusual  examples  of  the  earliest  type  of  the  jeweler’s 
art,  are  of  very  heavy  pattern,  and  about  three  inches  in 
diameter.  The  ends  bear  the  head  of  a ram,  and  the  general 
style  of  workmanship  resembles  that  on  the  gold  bracelets 
of  W arka.  In  fact,  the  anklets  confirm  the  bracelets  as 
truly  Babylonian.  These  anklets  are  broken  in  places  but 
no  part  is  missing.  Of  the  highest  rarity. 
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THE  GOLD  BRACELETS  OF  WARKA 


96 — Gold  Bracelets 

Southern  Babylonia  lias  as  yet  yielded  few  art  objects  which 
reveal  the  culture  and  artistic  taste  of  this  very  ancient  and  highly 
interesting  seat  of  antique  civilization.  This  wonderful  pair  of  gold 
bracelets,  fashioned  in  pure  gold  and  decorated  on  the  ends  with 
lions’  heads  inlaid  with  turquoise  and  enamel,  are  consequently  ex- 
tremely important  expressions  of  an  early  culture  about  which  little 
has  up  to  the  present  time  been  known.  The  bracelets  were  obtained 
from  Arabs  who  excavated  them  from  the  ruins  of  Warka,  an  ancient 
seat  of  civilization,  in  Mesopotamia,  about  forty  miles  northwest  of 
Mugeiyer,  the  ancient  name  for  which  was  Erech,  and  which  has  been 
identified  by  archaeologists  as  the  location  of  “Ur  of  the  Chaldees,” 
so  often  mentioned  in  the  Old  Testament. 

The  circlets  of  the  two  bracelets  are  composed  of  twisted  gold 
wires,  making  a rope  pattern  of  about  one-half  an  inch  in  diameter. 
The  lions’  heads  which  terminate  the  ends  of  the  bracelets  are  beauti- 
fully modeled  in  a somewhat  conventional  pattern  and  are  encrusted 
on  the  top  of  the  heads  with  small  turquoises  cut  in  lozenge  form  and 
inlaid  in  a regular  pattern.  Occasionally  the  turquoise  inset  is  varied 
by  a piece  of  greenish  enamel  suggesting  a possible  replacement  of  the 
original  stone  by  the  Babylonian  wearer  of  these  ancient  jewels. 

On  the  whole,  the  bracelets  somewhat  resemble  a pair  described  by 
J.  de  Morgan,  from  excavations  of  a grave  at  Susa,  the  ancient  capital 
of  Elam.  (See  Memoires  des  Reeherches  Archeologiques,  Tome  VIII, 
Troisieme  Serie,  page  48.)  The  lion,  and  the  lion-head,  as  well  as 
the  ram’s  head,  were  favorite  forms  of  decoration,  and  a reference  to 
ancient  Babylonian  sculpture  shows  other  animal  forms  of  bulls,  winged 
lions,  rams,  etc.,  which  tend  to  give  them  an  astrological  meaning,  for 
we  recognize  in  them  the  signs  of  Taurus,  Leo  and  Aries.  We  do  not 
know  of  any  of  the  world’s  great  museums  which  possesses  such  a 
pair  of  bracelets,  so  they  may  be  considered  almost  unique  and  a prize 
worthy  to  compete  for  and  fine  examples  of  the  most  ancient  jewelry 
in  the  world.

AMULETIC  FIGURINES  OF  GODS,  ETC. 

XOTE:  These  curious  and  interesting  figurines  were  made  in  a myriad 
of  forms,  types  and  subjects,  including  animals,  gods,  human  beings,  birds, 
reptiles,  insects,  utensils,  seals,  pendants,  while  a great  many  were  of  sym- 
bolic and  mysterious  designs  with  hidden  meanings.  The  use  of  so  many  of 
these  figurines,  large  and  small,  of  all  shades  of  color  imaginable,  was  evi- 
dently to  gain  divine  favor  or  to  ward  off  bad  luck.  The  “Sacred  Eye  of 
Horus,”  so  often  seen,  was  worn  to  ward  off  the  influence  of  evil  glances, 
or  the  “Evil  Eye,”  as  it  was  called.  As  in  the  case  of  scarabs,  those  in  metal 
are  much  scarcer  than  the  ones  in  pottery,  steatite  or  stone.  They  come 
occasionally  in  the  semi-precious  stones  such  as  amethyst,  emerald,  lapis- 
lazuli,  agate  and  carnelian.  The  following  group  is  thought  to  be  one  of 
the  finest  and  largest  ever  offered  to  the  public  at  auction.  In  almost  every 
case  these  were  pierced  for  suspending  about  the  person,  hence  they  are 
useful  for  jewelry  purposes.  These  belong  to  various  Dynasties  and  range 
from  2500  to  4000  years  old.

ROYAL  FUNERARY  AMULET  OF  KING  TIRIIAKAH 

(Of  B.C.  693)

This  remarkable  piece  is  in  jet  black  basalt.  The  object 
typified  represents  a canopic  vase  with  the  head  of  the  god 
An-Pu  (Anubis),  who,  some  aver,  really  is  the  star  Sirius, 
commonly  called  the  “Dog-Star,”  whose  annual  rising  be- 
tokened the  rising  of  the  Nile,  which  it  shortly  preceded, 
and  hence  this  star,  which  is  represented  by  the  seated  dog

on  the  amulet,  was  considered  the  fortunate  star  of  Egypt. 
The  other  side  of  the  jar  bears  the  royal  cartouche  of  this 
king.  This  celebrated  King  Tirhakah  is  mentioned  several 
times  in  the  Bible  (See  Kings,  11.19:9)  as  the  rescuer  of  the 
Israelites  from  the  invasion  of  the  Assyrians.  He  is  the 
hero  of  the  celebrated  poem  by  Byron  beginning,  “The 
Assyrian  came  down  like  a wolf  on  the  fold,  and  his  cohorts 
were  gleaming  with  purple  and  gold,”  etc.  This  king  had 
a short  and  eventful  life,  signally  victorious  over  the  best 
armies  of  Assyria  for  a brief  period,  but  finally  falling  their 
prey  himself.  All  the  monuments  and  memorials  of  this 
monarch  are  extremely  rare.  For  verification  of  this  car- 
touche, sec  E.  A.  Wallis  Budge’s  Book,  entitled  “The  Nile,” 
3rd  Ed.,  page  389,  figure  229.  The  modeling  of  the  amulet 
is  in  the  best  Egyptian  style  of  the  period.  One  of  the 
prizes  of  this  sale.

ANCIENT  EGYPTIAN  SCARABS 

NOTE:  The  use  of  the  scarab  dates  from  the  Sixth  Egyptian  Dynasty 

(B.C.  3266).  They  have  been  found  in  the  Nile  Valley,  Syria,  Cyprus,  Rhodes, 
the  iEgean  Islands,  in  Crete,  Italy,  Sardinia,  Babylonia  and  even  in  Greece 
proper,  showing  those  places  and  countries  had  close  trade  relations  with  the 
ancient  Egyptians.  The  scarab  was  made  in  the  form  of  a bug,  very  similar 
in  shape  to  the  well-known  American  “Tumble-bug,”  and  the  name  is  taken 
from  the  “Scarabaeus  sacer”  of  Linnaeus.  This  bug  rolled  a ball  of  clay  con- 
taining the  eggs,  which  were  hatched  in  twenty-eight  days.  The  ball,  being 
spherical,  suggested  the  shape  of  the  earth,  and  the  twenty-eight  days  connects 
it  with  Astrology,  for  in  that  time  the  conjunction  of  the  moon  and  sun  was 
supposed  to  take  place.  The  scarab  is  symbolic  of  God  Ivhepera,  “he  who 
turns”  or  “rolls”;  the  conception  was  that  Khepera  caused  the  sun  to  move 
across  the  sky.  The  Egyptians  did  not  believe  a female  beetle  existed,  and  it 
therefore  was  a creature  “self-produced”  and  so  had  a sacred  meaning. 
Plutarch  wrote:  “The  Egyptian  warriors  had  a beetle  carved  upon  their 

signets  because  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a female  beetle.”  So  the  scarab  also 
signifies  generation.  The  scarabs  bore  (1)  figures  of  men,  hieroglyphs,  ani- 
mals, hunting  scenes,  flowers,  geometric  designs,  coil  and  rope  patterns,  in- 
scriptions, names  of  kings  and  royal  persons;  (2)  names  of  officers  and  private 
persons;  (3),  titles,  without  names;  (4)  names  or  figures  of  deities;  (5) 
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good  wishes,  mottoes  and  magical  formulas.  The  coil  and  rope  patterns  are 
worked  out  with  wonderful  minuteness  and  delicacy  in  the  XII  to  XVII I 
Dynasties  (B.C.  2466-1700).  The  materials  used  were  usually  steatite  and 
pottery,  which  were  glazed.  After  so  many  years  the  scarabs  are  usually 
found  with  the  glaze  worn  off.  Those  which  remain  brown  were  once  colored 
green,  while  the  white  ones  were  originally  blue.  Scarabs  in  the  precious 
stones  or  metals  are  very  rare.  In  gold  and  silver  there  probably  are  not 
over  a handful  known.  The  Arabs  also  were  a factor  in  the  destruction  of 
those  in  the  precious  metals.  Glass  was  used  in  the  XVIII  Dynasty,  a few 
examples  of  which  are  in  this  collection.  The  theory  advanced  that  scarabs 
were  used  as  a medium  of  exchange  is  doubted,  and  they  were  usually  used  as 
seals,  which  is  proven  by  the  great  number  of  impressions  of  them  found  on 
bits  of  clay,  letter  seals,  boxes,  vases,  bags,  etc.,  found  in  the  ruins  of  the 
most  ancient  towns.  There  was  no  coined  money  in  Egypt  until  the  time  of 
Ptolemy  I,  about  B.C.  321.  The  greater  number  of  scarabs  were  probably 
simply  strung  on  a piece  of  string,  by  which  they  were  secured  to  the  garment 
or  girdle  of  the  person  using  it.  It  was  sometimes  worn  on  the  finger  attached 
by  a string,  or  mounted  as  a swivel  to  metal  rings,  or  enclosed  in  a bezel  or 
frame  in  order  to  protect  the  edges  from  injury,  and  thus  moved  on  a swivel. 
Percy  Newberry,  in  his  great  work  on  “Scarabs,”  reproduces  in  his  plates 
many  of  the  scarabs  in  the  Lord  Amherst  Collection,  and  many  of  the  scarabs 
offered  herewith  have  been  referred  to  and  used  by  Newberry  in  his  book. 
The  group  catalogued  below  is  one  of  the  largest  ever  offered  in  the  Lbiited 
States  and  contains  many  examples  of  the  finest  workmanship  and  in  the  best 
condition  obtainable.  Restrictions  on  digging  and  exportation  of  Egyptian, 
Greek  and  Roman  antiquities  has  made  all  these  objects  very  hard  to  obtain, 
so  that  very  few  have  been  brought  to  America  since  the  Great  War.  As  to 
the  price  of  scarabs,  the  museums  in  Egypt,  when  they  have  any  duplicates 
for  sale,  ask  three  and  four  pounds  each  for  the  poorest. 


Pectoral  or  Winged  Scarabs 

The  Pectoral,  or  Winged,  Scarab,  was  symbolic  of  “protection” — of  divine 
“protection” — and  was  considered  the  emblem  of  the  divinity  Khepera.  It  was 
also,  under  a certain  condition,  symbolic  of  death.  The  following  remarkable 
group  of  these  large  pieces,  were  found  fastened,  each  one  to  the  body  of 
a mummy.  The  body  and  wings  were  made  separately  and  fastened  together 
by  strings. — Amherst  Collection.

ANCIENT  NECKLACES  AND  BEADS 

NOTE:  The  following  Egyptian  Bead  Necklaces  are  composed  of  beads 

which  range  from  two  thousand  five  hundred  to  four  thousand  years  old.  The 
Mummy  Beads  come  in  a variety  of  sizes,  forms  and  colors,  ranging  from 
small,  round  forms  to  long,  cylindrical  shapes.  The  most  striking  beads  are 
perhaps  the  cylindrical,  blue,  glazed  Faience  Beads,  which  are  often  seen  in  a 
blue  of  remarkable  brilliance  which  does  not  seem  to  have  lost  any  of  its 
original  lustre  after  three  thousand  to  three  thousand  five  hundred  years. 

These  Necklaces  are  for  the  most  part  mounted  with  interesting  figurine 
pendants  of  the  gods  and  other  forms  of  the  same  periods  as  the  beads.  They 
have  found  favor  with  the  wearers  of  novel  and  out  of  the  way  beads  and 
necklaces,  and  are  very  popular.  The  Ancients  showed  the  greatest  apprecia- 
tion of  beads,  and  they  are  found  among  the  most  ancient  relics  left  by  man. 
There  is  one  string  of  garnet  beads  in  this  collection  from  the  Stone  Age, 
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which  were  found  in  one  of  the  caves  in  France,  and  possibly  ten  thousand 
years  old.  The  following  collection  of  necklaces  is  one  of  the  finst  and  most 
varied  which  has  been  offered  here,  and  contains  many  of  remarkable  colors, 
beauty  and  rarity.

REMARKABLE  ALABASTER  FUNERARY  URN 

309 — Alabaster  Funerary  Urn 

This  wonderful  alabaster  urn  is  remarkable  for  size,  grace- 
ful shape,  color  and  artistic  design.  The  lid,  or  top,  is 
in  the  form  of  the  head  of  one  of  the  sons  of  Horus,  and 
presents  an  Egyptian  face  of  fine  workmanship,  with 
carved  head-dress.  The  lid,  or  head  itself,  is  5 by  5 inches. 
The  urn  proper  is  of  dimensions  as  follows:  Height,  9 

inches ; diameter  at  the  top,  6*4  inches ; diameter  of  the 
opening,  4 inches ; diameter  at  the  base  of  vase,  5 inches. 
The  body  of  the  urn  presents  a rich  golden  color,  and  when 
the  vase  is  held  to  the  light  the  interior  presents  deeper  and 
richer  hues.  It  is  one  of  the  finest  pieces  of  its  kind,  and  all 
alabaster  objects  of  this  size  are  extremely  rare.  Four  of 
these  funerary  urns  stood  by  the  body  of  the  important 
individual  who  was  to  be  commemorated,  and  each  urn  was 
supposed  to  represent  one  of  the  sons  of  Horus.  The  heart, 
lungs,  intestines,  bowels  and  brain  were  placed  in  these 
receptacles,  and  the  jars  also  stood  to  represent  the  points 
north,  east,  south  and  west.  This  example  is  over  three 
thousand  years  old  and  is  in  very  fine  condition.  It  came 
to  Mr.  Elder  through  purchase  from  Mr.  H.  Chapman,  a 
well-known  collector  of  Philadelphia.

REMARKABLE  COLLECTION  OF  ANCIENT  EGYPTIAN 
SHAWABTI  STATUETTES,  ETC. 

(In  Wood,  Faience,  Stone,  Etc.) 

NOTE:  These  statuettes  were  known  as  the  “Servants  of  the  Dead.” 

They  are  little  human  figures,  clothed  and  holding  a flail.  They  were  supposed 
to  do  the  work  of  the  departed  in  the  next  world.  The  number  and  quality  of 
the  Shawabtis  indicated  the  importance  or  wealth  of  the  individual.  One 
ancient  “Rockefeller”  of  those  times  had  ten  thousand  of  these  statuettes 
buried  with  him.  Notwithstanding  this,  they  have  become  quite  scarce,  and 
the  fine  ones  very  rare.  The  following  lot  we  believe  is  larger  and  more 
important  than  any  ever  offered  here.  They  come  in  most  instances  from  Lord 
Amherst’s  Collections.

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BRONZE  BUST  OF  GERMANICUS  CAESAR 

005 — Bust  of  Germanicus  in  Bronze 

This  handsome  bronze  bust  was  taken  from  the  River  Tiber 
about  twenty-five  years  ago,  while  the  river  was  being 
dredged,  and  was  brought,  together  with  a bust  of  Augustus 
Caesar,  by  a collector  to  America.  The  statue  now  offered 
was  secured  by  Mr.  Elder  through  purchase  from  the  collec- 
tion of  Mr.  David  Proskey,  a well-known  collector  and 
authority  on  antiquities,  of  this  city.  Its  genuineness  is 
also  guaranteed  by  Mr.  Proskey.  The  bust  of  Augustus, 
above  referred  to,  Mr.  Proskey  states,  was  sold  to  a well- 
known  museum  here.  Time  has  worn  several  small  holes 
through  the  top  of  the  head  of  the  bust,  but  its  general 
condition  is  very  good,  and  it  is  a fine  example  of  early 
Roman  bronze  casting.  The  head  is  hollow.  The  bust 
shows  this  Emperor  to  have  been  a handsome  young  man. 
A reference  to  the  imperial  coinage  of  Germanicus,  par- 
ticularly the  middle-sized  bronze  coins,  verifies  the  subject 
as  being  Germanicus. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  all  such  relics  are  of  the  greatest 
possible  rarity,  especially  here  in  the  United  States.  The  Italian  Gov- 
ernment has  an  iron-bound  law  in  effect  against  the  exportation  of  any 
kind  of  Roman  antiquities,  so  that  practically  none  of  these  objects  is 
finding  its  way  to  this  country  from  Italy  at  the  present  time. 

Note:  Germanicus  Caesar  was  the  son  of  Nero  Claudius  Drusus, 
and  was  born  B.C.  15.  Named  Caesar  in  A.D.  4.  He  was  poisoned 
A.D.  19.  He  is  recorded  as  a great  soldier  and  is  said  to  have  been  a 
“chaste,  temperate  and  much  beloved  man  and  consul.”

NOTE:  A keen  interest  has  been  shown  recently  in  the  collecting  of  these 
quaint  early  pieces  of  American  Glass.  New  collectors  are  constantly  being 
added  to  this  field  of  collecting.  This  has  been  due  to  several  reasons.  The 
earlier  glass-makers  of  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey  and  New  England  were 
contemporaneous  with  the  Revolutionary  War  Period,  hence  the  glass  finds 
favor  with  historical  students  and  the  collectors  of  Americana.  The  later 
issues  in  the  ’20s,  ’30s,  ’40s,  ’50s  and  even  the  ’60s  are  now  attracting  wide 
attention.  These  comprise  historical  flasks  bearing  the  heads  of  Washington, 
Franklin,  Lafayette,  Jackson,  Taylor,  Jenny  Lind,  Kossuth,  and  many  others 
find  favor  and  are  much  sought  for.  Very  recent  books  on  the  subject,  illus- 
trating about  three  hundred  varieties  of  these  bottles  and  flasks,  will  further 
stimulate  their  collecting.  Already  some  high  individual  records  have  been 
made  at  auction  sale  for  historical  flasks  of  special  colors  or  rarity.  So  that 
we  feel  their  rarity  and  value  has  only  just  begun  to  be  appreciated.  Their 
breakable,  perishable  nature  also  has  set  a high  premium  on  perfect  examples, 
so  many  of  which  may  be  found  in  this  sale.  Some  are  herewith  listed  which 
we  do  not  find  in  the  new  books,  with  some  special  rarities.
